EUROPE BREATHES EASY. 

The nations of continental Eu- 
rope will feel genuine relief that 
the German disarmament problem 
has been definitely settled, and that 
France at last has shown a spirit 
of conciliation that is construed to 
forecast better feeling between the 
neighbors. 

The drastic and untenable terms 
of France have stood for all of the 
years since the allied occupation of 
the Rhineland as menacing to the 
amity necessary for a complete 
restoration of confidence and good 
fellowship. They have had the ef- 
fect of causing throughout Europe 
—and the world—an uneasiness and 
an apprehension, much as smoul- 
dering embers créate as to the pos- 
sibilities of a holocaust that are 
completely removed when such 
fires are completely extinguished. 
The agreement reached Wednesday 
between the allied commission and 
Foreign Minister Stresemann will, 
when consummated, have the effect 
of extinguishing the last spark, and 
setting the European mind at rest. 

The agreement, reached in com- 
mendable harmony, is that all the 
provisions, accepted by Germany 
upon her application for member- 
Ship in the league shail be ful- 
filled at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. These involve the disman- 
tlement of the German emplace- 
ments and forts at Koenegsberg, 
KuStin and Glocas, on the Polish 


‘frontiér, dissolution of all military 


societies and suppression of export 
of partly manufactured munitions. 
The allies will withdraw the mili- 
tary control commission from Ber- 
lin and substitute the league board. 
This will undoubtedly mean the 
early evacuation by all foreign 
troops of German territory and 
the releasing of the Rhine bridge

ATLANTA BANK VICTORY. 
The Atlanta Federal Reserve bank 
has won a long, and, at times, bitter 


dispute with the Boston Federal, 


Reserve bank over the Cuban re- 
serve business, which has been 
heretofore divided .without gogd 
economic reason, and with consid- 
erable confusion, as both banks 
maintained branchés for clearing 
the Cuban district’s business. In- 
cidentally the Atlanta bank gets an 
increase of $48,000,000 in lending 
power, which increase in capacity 
will necessarily become of gréat 
value to the credit interests of the 
sixth district. 

The federal reserve board has 
ordered the consolidation of the 
Cuban business through the Atlanta 
bank, and also ordéred the discon- 
tinuance of the Boston branch. 

Federal réserve members from 
the southéast were a unit for the 
sole administration of Cuban re- 
Serve business through Atlanta. 
There are geographical and other 
sound reasons for this contention, 
They were cited at a hearing in 
November which had been arranged 
by the general board. 

The significance of this consoli- 
dation through the Atlanta bank 
may be seén when it is known that 
the terms of the joint control give 
one-half of the Cuban clearings to 
Boston, the other half to Atlanta, 
but the Boston bank has actual con- 
trol of the money transfer, and all 
administrative details. 

This new order, effective January 
1, is a signal victory for the At- 
lanta Federal Reserve bank.
